Physical  features  and  general  character 
of  the  District. 

The  Borough  situated  almost  in  the  centre  of  York 
shire,  stands  on  a tableland  at  the  height  of  360  to  50 
feet  above  the  sea  level.  The  soil  is  gravel  and  clay,  th: 
latter  predominating. 

The  central  portion  or  old  Borough  is  surrounde 
on  three  sides  by  the  Stray,  an  open  common  of  20! 
acres.  On  all  sides  except  the  south  and  south-east  it : 
surrounded  by  hills  and  moors  varying  from  1200  t 
2500  feet  high,  distant  from  4 to  25  miles.  Prom  the? 
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>ur  unrivalled  bracing  breezes  are  derived  and  furnish 
he  exquisite  combination  of  moorland  and  pastoral 
cenery  known  as  the  Dales,  so  dear  to  visitors,  pedes- 
rians,  cyclists  and  above  all  to  motorists. 

General  condition  of  the  population  and 
its  chief  occupations. 

The  population  of  32000  thereabouts,  consists  largely 
If  well  to  do  residents  whose  interests  and  occupations 
re  in  the  large  centre  of  industry  within  a radius  of  26 
iniles;  of  Tradesmen,  Builders — with  their  kindred 
rades — Hotel,  Hydro,  Boarding  House  and  Lodging 
Louse  keepers,  and  the  Labouring  Classes.  Their 
•eneral  condition  is  healthy  and  well  to  do,  extreme 
poverty  being  the  exception. 

The  chief  business  of  the  Borough  is  the  administra- 
lon  of  its  Natural  Medicinal  Springs  and  Baths. 

Being  a residential  town,  not  a manufacturing  one, 
here  are  no  trades  injurious  to  health. 

House  Accommodation. 

The  greater  number  of  houses  are  of  modern  contruc- 
ion,  especially  those  of  the  working  classes.  They  are 
veil  built  and  have  sufficient  open  air  space  around 
hern — as  the  Bye-laws  prescribe,  with  a few  minor 
ixceptions  in  parts  of  the  old  Borough.  These  have, 
owever,  been  put  into  thorough  sanitary  order,  well 
rained,  and  back  and  front  roads  paved,  channelled, 
fshphalted,  etc.,  and  the  surroundings  of  all  kept  wrell 
md  regularly  scavengered.  There  are  no  houses  unfit 
ar  human  habitation.  The  plans  of  all  houses  erected 
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during  the  last  25  years  have  been  lodged  with  the  Sur- 
veyor, and  if  approved,  submitted  to  the  Buildings 
Committee  of  the  Council  for  approval.  "When  passed, 
they  are  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Building. 
Inspector.  The  drains  are  laid  upon  concrete,  with 
cemented  joints — during  the  last  three  years— and  notN 
covered  up  until  they  have  stood  the  smoke  test  made  s 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  his  assistants.  Finally  ; 
they  are  inspected  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  before  a 
certificate  of  occupation  is  granted.  No  action  has  beeniJ 
taken,  or  is  needed  under  Parts  1,  2,  and  3 of  the  Work-  ' 
ing  Classes  Act. 

water  Supply. 

This  is  derived  from  moors  and  uplands  distant  about  \ 
5 miles.  It  is  copious,  of  exceptional  purity,  and  free  f a 
from  all  risks  of  pollution.  It  is  analysed  9 times  each 
year,  chemically  and  Bacteriologically.  The  total  dis-  i 
solved  solids  are  5 grains  per  gallon  of  which  1'6  grains 
are  Chlorides  and  3 grains  Calcium  Sulphate.  Hardness,  ■ 
3,  Organic  Ammonia  0 015.  Microorganism  per  filtered 
gallon  36  colonies.  Its  action  on  Lead  is  scarcely 
appreciable.  Of  water  allowed  to  remain  in  the  supply 
pipe  from  8 p.m.  to  8 a.m.,  a sample  was  taken  last 
October  which  when  tested  showed  W.  per  gallon. 

Milk  Supply. 

This  is  from  Dairy  Farms  from  1 to  4 miles  outside  the 
Borough.  Specimens  are  taken  quarterly  and  sent  to 
the  County  Analyst.  These  have  been  found  quite  sa- 
tisfactory, consequently  prosecutions  for  adulteration  or 
uncleanliness  have  not  been  required.  All  Dairies,  Covr- 
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leds  and  Milkshops  within  the  Borough  are  regularly 
Lspected,  and  are  perfectly  satisfactory.  No  licenses 
■ r new  premises  are  granted  until  they  are  examined 
y the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself.  No  examinations 
uve  been  made  for  Tuberculosis.  Several  of  the  large 
fairy  Banners  and  Companies  have  taken  measures  for 
be  periodical  examination  of  their  cattle  by  experienced 
eterinary  surgeons. 

Meat  and  Food  inspection. 

The  appointment  of  a qualified  Meat  Inspector  is 
lader  consideration  by  the  Council.  During  the  year 
ordered  the  destruction  of  one  carcase  of  Tuberculosis 
►eef  and  three  lots  of  putrid  Dish.  All  suspicious  cases 
eported  to  or  detected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  by 
urchasers  are  submitted  to  me  for  my  decision.  No 
Dtion  has  been  needed  under  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs 
iuct,  or  under  sec.  117  of  Public  Health  Act. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

All  sewers  are  well  constructed,  in  excellent  condition, 
ufficient  and  well  ventilated  by  110  air  shafts  and  4 
Vebb’s  sewer  Lamps.  Drains  from  the  great  majority 
f houses  are  well  constructed,  properly  ventilated  and 
uite  up  to  date.  Many  smaller  properties  especially 
a those  parts  added  to  the  Borough  in  1900  have  been 
bund  badly  drained,  chiefly  by  allowing  the  drains  from 
or  4 houses  to  discharge  into  one  drain  before  falling 
lito  the  sewer.  The  majority  of  these  have  been  dis- 
onnectecl,  separately  drained,  trapped  and  ventilated; 
he  remainder  are  being  dealt  with.  The  number  of 
lefective  drains  reported  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
rectified  under  his  orders  and  supervision  during  the 
ear  is  75. 
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Examinations  of  drains  of  all  houses  where  cases  oh  i 
Diphtheria  have  occurred — as  ordered  by  the  Counci'  i 
two  years  ago — have  revealed  26  defective  out  of  41  • 
tested  by  the  Inspector  with  the  smoke  test. 

Treatment  of  Sewage. 

The  system  for  the  disposal  of  excrement  in  operation 
is  the  Bacteriological.  This  is  found  ver3r  efficient  when 
the  sewage  runs  about  4^  miles  before  reaching  the 
works  at  our  southern  outlet.  Not  so  efficient  at  our 
northern  outfall  works  where  it  runs  only  about  2 miles* 
before  reaching  the  works,  where  it  requires  many  more 
slag  heaps  than  at  the  southern  works. 

Removal  and  disposal  of  House  and  Trade 

Refuse. 

This  is  done  very  satisfactorily  by  the  Corporation; 
Staff  under  the  supervision  of  an  Inspector  for  that  pur-  I 
pose. — 

Erom  the  Market,  Eish  Shops,  all  large  Hotels  and 
Hydros.,  daily,  Ashbins — 7,500,  emptied  once  a week. 
Ashpits — 400  only  exist  now  out  of  13,00  in  1900,  and 
2,700  in  1890.  These  are  emptied,  cleansed  and  disin- 
fected every  two  and  four  weeks,  which  depends  on 
localities.  Refuse  is  carted  on  to  a portion  of  the  old 
Sewage  Earm,  where  heaps  of  it  are  constantly  burning. 

Nuisances. 

These  are  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who 
obtains  my  assistance  in  difficult  or  refractory  cases. 
Notices  are  served  upon  owners  and  occupiers  at  his  own 
discretion,  or  by  my  orders.  If  not  abated  by  such

notice,  they  are  submitted  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee  and  resolutions  obtained  for  their 
enforcement.  If  not  removed  within  the  period  stated 
of  a second  brief  notice,  the  Corporation  do  the  work  and 
charge  the  owners.  We  have  no  trouble  as  a rule  in 
obtaining  early  compliance  with  what  we  consider 
necessary. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses.  Those  let 
in  apartments  to  residents  and  visitors  are  all  in  a 
thorough  sanitary  condition,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
Bye-Laws.  There  is  no  need  for  amendment  or  further 
Bye-laws. 

Public  Elementary  Schools. 

These  are  all  in  perfect  sanitary  condition.  During 
the  year  the  general  system  of  drainage  of  two  has 
been  overhauled,  and  minor  defects  rectified.  They  are 
all  well  built  in  healthy,  open  situations,  well  ventilated, 
provide  ample  accommodation  and  kept  scrupulously 
clean.  The  Water  supply  is  from  the  public  service, 
and  fully  meets  all  requirements. 

The  health  of  the  children  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  Education  Committee,  who 
co-operates  with  me.  All  the  children  are  examined  by 
him  once  a year  and  reported  to  the  Education  and  San- 
itary Committees.  Any  information  respecting  suspici- 
ous cases  detected  or  reported  to  me  by  teachers,  school 
inspectors,  Sanitary  Inspector  or  parents,  I telephone  to 
the  Medical  Officer,  who  deals  with  them  at  once.  12 
cases  of  children  were  found  in  the  schools  peeling  after 
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undetected  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  In  two  of  the 
Schools,  two  such  cases  caused  at  least  six  other  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  in  children  of  the  same  classes.  Examina- 
tion of  throats  has  been  a special  feature.  Many  cases 
of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  discovered  but  no 
suspicious  diptheria  cases. 

EYlethods  of  dealing  witfi  Infectious 
Diseases! 

A full  register  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary  Office  of  all 
notified  cases,  respecting  locality,  .attendance  at  school, 
source  of  milk  supply,  exposure  to  infection  by  contact 
or  otherwise,  possession  of  books  from  libraries,  etc. 

The  houses  where  they  exist  I visit,  and  ascertain  what 
means  are  in  operation  for  isolation  and  the  use  of  dis- 
infectants, and  endeavour  to  secure  their  removal  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital.  I enquire  as  to  origin,  milk  supply, 
and  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises.  The  majority 
are  removed  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  where  the 
accommodation  is  ample  and  efficiency  iierfect.  After 
removal,  the  same  day  or  the  following,  disinfection  of 
room,  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  is  done  by  the  Sanitary 
Staff,  portions  of  which  are  removed  to  the  Steam  Dis- 
infector or  destroyed  as  I consider  advisable.  Strong 
Sulphur  Fumes  are  chiefly  used ; and  when  1 consider 
it  necessary  such  rooms  are  cleansed,  stripped,  repapered 
and  painted. 

Control  of  Tuberculosis. 

Notification  is  voluntaiy.  This  should  be  compulsory 
for  really  effective  means  to  be  used.  During  the  year 
about  a dozen  fatal  cases  were  notified  to  me  ; the 
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premises  stoved  and  disinfected  by  the  staff,  and  what- 
ever bedding  and  clothing  destroyed  that  I deemed 
necessary.  The  Medical  Men  in  attendance,  I find,  give 
strict  orders  for  the  destruction  of  sputum,  and  the  regular 
infractions  for  fresh  air  treatment,  etc.  No  special 
Hospital  accommodation  for  such  cases  exist  either  in  the 
Infirmary  or  elsewhere  within  the  district. 

Incidents  of  Notifiable  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fevek. — This  disease,  of  a very  mild  type, 
has  existed  throughout  the  year,  and  produced  one  fatal 
case  in  114  notified.  It  has  occurred  chiefly  in  the  East, 
Central  and  Starbeck  Wards,  but  no  noteworthy  out- 
break at  any  time  in  any  of  the  Wards  ; so  no  closure 
of  Schools  has  been  necessary. 

M}r  investigations  into  the  origin  and  propagation 
have"  shown  that  importation  from  outside  districts, 
notably  of  12  cases  at  the  Infirmary— and  undetected 
cases,  especially  those  found  peeling  at  the  Schools 
— are  the  chief  causes.  Fifty-four  out  of  the  114 
; cases  notified  have  been  in  children  attending  the  Public 
Schools.  Our  Eegister  of  the  milk  supplies  clearly 
indicates  that  no  cases  arose  from  infected  milk. 

r 

- The  course  I pursue  with  the  view  of  checking  the 
spread  of  infection  is  to  visit  each  house  and  endeavour 
to  secure  its  removal  to  the  Infectious  Hospital,  xo  see 
that  proper  isolation  and  disinfection  are  in  operation, 
and  enquire  as  to  contact,  school  attendance,  milk 
supplies,  as  to  books  from  public  or  Sunday  School 
Libraries,  and  investigate  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
premises.  A record  of  each  case  is  kept  at  the  Sanitary 
Office,  and  notice  sent  to  the  householder  when  stoving 
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and  disinfecting  will  be  done  by  the  Sanitary  staff.  The 
healthy  children  are  kept  from  attendance  at  school,  and 
any  adults  engaged  in  business  I disallow  their  atten- 
dance to  their  duties  unless  lodged  out  of  the  house. 

Diphtheria. 

This  has  prevailed  more  or  less  during  the  year,  but 
has  not  been  confined  to  any  particular  ward  or  locality. 
35  out  of  the  55  cases  notified  occurred  in  children 
attending  the  public  schools,  but  not  one  of  them  has 
been  found  whilst  actually  attending  school,  with  any 
suspicion  of  its  existence. 

The  course  I have  adopted  in  dealing  with  this  disease 
is  practically  the  same  as  recorded  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Diseases  attributed  to  Foods. 

No  cases  attributed  to  the  consumption  of  particular 
articles  of  food  or  shell  fish  have  been  brought  under  my 
notice. 

Administration  of  iviidwives  Act. 

Here  it  is  working  satisfactorily.  No  cases  of  Puer- 
peral Fever  have  occurred  in  cases  attended  by  Midwives 

Notification  of  Births  Act. 

This  is  under  consideration  by  the  Corporation,  but 
not  yet  adopted. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

This  shows  63  deaths  against  44  the  previous  year. 
Table  5 shows  the  highest  number  in  the  East  Ward  ; 
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lie  lowest  in  the  Central  Ward,  or  oldest  portion  of  the 
Borough  The  East  Ward  with  the  Bilton  and  Starbeck 
Wards  with  part  of  the  West  Ward  contain  the  hulk  of 
the  Working  Classes  and  poor  of  the  population.  It 
is  among  these  that  the  hulk  of  Infantile  Mortality 
exists.  In  my  opinion  the  conditions  especially  hostile 
to  infant  life,  are,  first  that  so  many  mothers  are  com- 
pelled to  labour  in  various  ways  that  they  cannot  be  at 
home  bo  look  after  their  infants  properly,  and  consequent- 
ly to  artificial  feeding.  Many  others  are  too  poor  to 
obtain  suitable  food  to  sustain  a sufficient  amount  of 
breast  milk,  and  so  have  recourse  to  the  cheaper  kinds 
of  Cornflour  and  Arrowroot,  etc.  Secondly,  that  all 
infants  artificially  nourished  owing  to  lack  or  loss  of  the 
mother’s  milk  should  not  be  vaccinated  until  the  first 
dentition  is  completed. 

General  Sanitation. 

House  to  house  visitation  is  not  made  unless  any  se- 
rious outbreak  of  disease  occurs  in  any  street  or 
locality.  In  my  inspection  of  Districts  I have  noted 
the  state  of  roads  and  back  roads,  especially  those  of 
new  properties,  and  reported  thereon.  The}r  are  schedul- 
ed and  dealt  with  in  their  order.  Several  cases  of  dirty 
houses  and  overcrowding  I investigated  and  dealt  with. 
These  were  reported  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Ten 
ashpits  have  been  done  away  with  and  eighteen  bins 
substituted.  The  public  schools,  lavatories,  slaughter 
houses,  bakehouses,  dailies,  cowsheds,  workshops  are  all 
regularly  inspected,  and  are  in  a satisfactory  sanitary 
condition.  The  general  scavenging  of  the  streets,  roads 
and  hack  roads,  the  regular  emptying,  cleansing  and 
flushing  of  street  gullies,  cabstands,  is  most  effectual  and 
satisfactory. 
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The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  of  the  West  Riding! 
County  Council  at  Wakefield  has  rendered  valuable 
assistance  as  usual  in  the  examination  of  doubtfu'.: 
Diphtheria  cases,  sputum,  &c.

Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Borough  of  Harrogate  for  the  year  1908  on  the 
administration  of  the  Factory  and  "Workshops 
Act,  1901,  in  connection  with  Factories,  Work- 
shops, Laundries,  Bake-houses,  Workplaces  and 
Homework. 

The  Factories  within  the  Borough  are  as  follows  : — 
10  Laundries,  7 Joiners  and  Builders,  5 Mechanical 
Engineers,  2 Bakers,  1 Pork  Butcher.  These  are  visited 
and  inspected  by  the  Workshops  Inspector  monthly,  and 
are  in  a thoroughly  satisfactory  sanitary  condition.  162 
"Workshops  and  13  underground  Bake-houses  exist 
within  the  Borough.  All  are  inspected  monthly.  Their 
sanitary  condition  is  quite  satisfactory  ; air-space,  venti- 
lation, cleanliness  of  floors,  walls  and  ceilings,  freedom 
from  foul  air  and  noxious  gases,  with  regular  lime  wash- 
ing, are  full}7  maintained.  Means  of  escape  from  fire 
are  efficiently  secured. 

Reports  are  • submitted  monthly  by  the  Inspector  to 
the  Sanitary  Committee,  upon  the  general  sanitary  con- 
dition of  all  these  enumerated,  and  concerning  defects 
found  and  remedied.  Any  insanitary  conditions  respect- 
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ing  contamination  by  continuity  with  W.Cs.,  Ashpits, 
Cisterns,  Fall  Pipes,  Drains,  insufficient  air  space  or 
ventilation  are  reported  to  me,  but  they  are  of  rare 
occurrence.  Ample  water  closet  accommodation  now 
exists  for  both  sexes  in  all  Workshops  and  business 
premises. 

No  articles  of  infected  clothing  have  been  received 
either  in  the  Workshops  or  Laundries,  or  by  the  few 
outworkers  during  the  year.  Two  underground  bake- 
houses have  been  done  away  with  during  the  year.

In  addition  to  the  above,  339  Blocked  Drains  and 
Closets  have  been  cleared  by  our  own  man,  who  makes 
periodical  inspections  of  House  Drainage. 


House  Drainage. 

During  the  year  66  applications  have  been  received 
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from  owners,  agents,  or  occupiers,  for  the  smoke  test  to 
be  applied  to  house  drains.  When  tested,  4/  of  these 
were  found  to  be  defective  and  18  satisfactory.  I also 
tested  the  drains  of  63  houses  where  infectious  diseases 
have  existed  and  found  28  of  these  defective  and  35  not 
defective.  In  all,  the  drains  of  128  houses  have  been 
tested.  75  were  defective  and  53  satisfactory.  lhe 
drains  of  houses  found  to  he  defective  have  all  been  dealt 
with  and  put  into  a satisfactory  sanitary  condition  (with 
the  exception  of  four)  and  duly  reported  to  you  m my 
monthly  reports.  The  following  is  a list  of  62  houses 
entirely  re-drained  and  laid  to  withstand  the  smoke  test, 
intercepted  and  ventilated  and  in  many  cases  provided 
with  manholes  for  inspection  and  cleansing  purposes.

In  addition  to  these  the  drainage  of  3 Council  schools 
have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  into  a satisfac- 
tory sanitary  condition. 

Paving-  of  Yards. 

During  the  year  the  Back  Yards  of  140  dwelling 
houses  have  been  dealt  with  and  in  23  cases  have  been 
either  asphalted  or  concreted  as  required  by  section  32 
of  the  Harrogate  Corporation  Act,  1901.  The  others 
are  in  hand. 

Smoke  Observations. 

Several  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  certain 
hotels  and  laundry  chimneys  emitting  black  smoke.  19 
observations  have  been  taken  of  the  various  chimneys 
and  duly  reported  to  you.  Legal  notice  has  been  served 
upon  one  of  the  offending  parties  to  abate  the  nuisance, 
and  up  to  now  there  has  been  no  re-occurrence  of  same. 
During  the  year  there  has  been  a marked  improvement 
in  the  various  furnace  chimneys  not  emitting  black 
smoke  than  in  previous  years,  no  doubt  due  to  the  action 
of  the  Committee  in  prosecuting  some  of  the  offending 
parties. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

36  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  under  this  Act 
and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  analysis,  the 
whole  of  the  samples  being  certified  as  genuine. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  ivillkshops  Order, 

I 885-6;. 

We  have  upon  the  register  at  the  present  time  20 
cowkeepers  and  95  purveyors  of  milk.  The  20  cow- 
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keepers  and  32  purveyors  of  milk  have  then-premises 
within  the  borough.  These  have  been  regularly  v s ted 
and  found  to  be  kept  in  a clean  and  heal  3 co  • 

Four  of  the  cowsheds  have  been  ie-constructed,  renam- 
ed lighted  and  ventilated  and  made  to  comply  with 
the  regulations  now  in  force  in  this  Borough.  The  other 
63  purveyors  bring  milk  into  the  boroug  an  1 

outside. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 


There  are  167  Workshops  upon  the  Register,  the  whole 
of  which  have  been  visited  regularly,  and  with  the 
exception  of  2 cases,  were  kept  in  a clean  and  sanitary 
condition  These  cases  were  duly  notified  to  you  and 
notices  served  to  cleanse  same,  which  has  been  carried 
out.  There  are  13  underground  Bake-houses  now  m use, 
certificates  of  occupation  have  been  granted  by  the  Cor- 
poration. Two  extra  Water  Closets  have  been  provided 
for  workshops  where  the  sanitary  accommodation  was 
found  to  be  insufficient. 


Slaughter  Houses. 

There  are  four  Registered  Slaughter  Houses  within  the 
Boro m "h  These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  found 
to  he  kept  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws  relating  to 
same.  One  of  them  has  been  entirely  rediained  and  con- 
nected to  the  public  sewer  in  place  of  cesspool. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

The  necessary  disinfecting  of  136  dwelling  houses  have 
been  carried  out,  in  which  Infectious  Diseases  have  ex- 
isted. 2 cases  of  Typhoid,  73  cases  of  Scarlet  kever,  and 
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28  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  In  most  cases  the  bedding,  etc.  was  removed 
and  put  through  the  steam  disinfector.  We  have  also 
disinfected  17  houses  in  connection  with  13  cases  of 
Consumption,  3 of  Cancer,  and  1 of  Chicken  Pox. 

Scavenging. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  our  own  staff,  very  few  com- 
plaints having  been  received  during  the  year.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  the  Hotels,  Hydros  and  Restaurants  ; 
refuse  from  these  is  collected  three  times  a week,  and 
some  daily,  during  the  season.  The  collection  of  garden 
refuse  continues  to  give  satisfaction,  and  prevented  many 
nuisances  which  we  have  experienced  during  the  summer 
season  arising  from  these  accumulations,  and  I hope  the 
Committee  will  continue  this  work.  During  the  year 
10  Ashpits  have  been  done  away  with,  and  18  Dustbins 
substituted,  along  with  125  in  connection  with  new 
buildings;  making  a total  inc tease  of  143  Bins  on  the 
year.  At  the  present  time  there  are  400  Ashpits  collect- 
ed monthly,  and  7622  Dustbins  weekly.  The  garbage 
from  Fishmongers,  Greengrocers,  Market,  etc.,  is  re- 
moved daily.  The  number  of  loads  of  refuse  cai  ted  away 
during  the  year  was  13,567.
